Guthrie, Okla., Jan. 
20.——Governor 
Haskell today signed the senate con­ 
current resolution providing for the 
■emergency laws that have been pass­ 
ed. 
These are to be placed in the 
hands of the secretary of state for 
distribution. 
The house passed tile Brook con­ 
current resolution memorializing con­ 
gress to grant in appropriation for the 
improvement or the channel of the Ar­ 
kansas river to Muskogee. 
A majority and a minority report of 
the legislative commission appointed 
to investigate Fort Supply were sub­ 
mitted in the hosue and provoked an 
extended discussion. 
In the senate the Brook bill was dis- 
opsed of relating to cities of the first 
class in Indian Territory by being rec­ 
ommended for printing and final pas­ 
sage. 
The Eggerman-Redwine-Davis anti­ 
trust bill was discussed at length in 
committee of the whole in the sen- 
a 
When the house adjourned at 4 
o’clock this afternoon the considera­ 
tion of the majority and minority re­ 
ports on the state insane asylum at 
Ft. Supply was in progress. It was 
made a special order for tomorrow. 
Th? two reports were anticipated. 
A bill covering the recommendations 
of Sands and Murdock is pending. Rid­ 
dle submitted a separate report. He 
made a vigorous defense of his sug­ 
gestions. He based his disapproval of 
the findings of the majority on the 
ground that the state has no title 
to the military reservation at Ft. Sup­ 
ply and urged that congress be mem­ 
orialized to grant the state a clear 
right to the lands. He was not with­ 
out supporters Murdock and Sands, 
who championed the appropriations 
embodied In the report, and bill, being 
subverted to numerous pointed in­ 
quiries during the progress of the dis­ 
cussion. Riddle objected to the state 
making any improvements on the res­ 
ervation until congress had allowed 
the title in fee simple.

Unique 
House Near Baltimore Con­ 
structed Under W ater. 


Baltimore, 
Md. - An 
absolutely 
unique power plant has recently been 
completed about 15 miles below this 
city on the Patapsco river, it is built 
within a dam and is* entirely under 
w ater. 
It is the first of its kind ever 
(built, and cost much less than it would 
fhave if built in any other known way. 
The dam is 220 feet long, 40 feet 
(thick at the base and 26*4 feet 
hi^h 
The spillway is 168 feet long, but “at 
jpresent only 108 feet of this distance 
ta used for housing the power plant. 
The dam is of re-enforced concrete 
the shell being 18 inches thick at the 
♦bottom and tapering to ten inches at 
the top. 
I 
The apron extends only half way 
down from the crown, the rem aining 
down stream portion being entirely 
open and provided with windows bv 
(means of which the interior is light­ 
ed. 
The shape of the apron is such 
’th at the w ater is throw n some little 
distance away from the windows 
The part used by the powef house 
is fitted with a false ceiling hung five 
feet from the inside of the dam, so as 
to protect the apparatus from any

Business In Soft Coal Has Quintupled 


Since Year 1885 and Has Grown 


80,000,000 Tons Since 


1903 


Baltimore, Md —In a recent issue of 


the Manufacturers Record, Mr Fred 
erlck E Saward the New York au 
thority on coal Industry noting that 
the United States is now mining more 
than 1,000,000 tons 
of coal a day, 


writes 


The year of 1907 was a record one 


Kir coal production of all kinds, and 
particularly Is this shown in the out 
put of bituminous coal, which aggre 
gated a volume that would have been 
unthought of, say, even flve years ago 
Here we are with over 1 000 000 tons 
a day put out of the mines, and until 
a few weeks ago 
there 
was 
not 


enough to go around " A few facts 
in regard to the growth of the soft 
coal trade of this country are of more 
than passing interest at this time 


Only thirty odd years ago Illinois 


and Pennsylvania took a year to pro 
duce a tonnage that now could 
be 


(and is) turned out In one month 
while West Virginia in 1907 produced 
In less than a week as much coal as 
was produced in that state in the year 
1869 
__ 


Particularly 
noticeable 
is 
the 


srowth of the soft coal tonnage in the 
ast half dozen years 
It might rea 


sonably be supposed that with output 
on such a large scale the rate of in 
crease would become smaller but it 
;oes forward 
with mighty 
strides, 


and a prolongation of the line of out 
ut indicates a tonnage of 600 000 000 
oils, 1,600,000 tons a day for every 


day in the year, practically, at a time 
no further distant than 1912 At pros 
ent the bituminous tonnage Is more 
than flve times as great as the anthra 
cite output 
Pennsylvania continues 


to supply its full proportion of the en- 
tire output and {including anthracite 
output) turns out nearly as much coal 
than 1894 and flve times as great as la 
188S 


The bituminous coal trade has quin- 


tupled since 1886 The Increase alone 
of the jear 1903, as compared with 
1900 Is as much as the whole aggre- 
gate output of the United States in all 
years prior to 1857, and since 1903 the 
tonnage has grown 80000000 tons 


Since 1896 the increase in tonnage 


has been constant (save foi a stand 
still in 1904) and has amounted In 
all to 230 000 000 tons, and has nearly 
trebled the tonnage in ten years 
The 


bituminous trade may now be said to 
be six times as large In volume as the 
anthracite business It is three times 
as great now as it was no further back 
than 1885 


The output last year was as great 


as the total production for all years, 
pi lor to 1874 and adding the output 
of 1906 and 1907 we have a tonnage, 
equal to all the business prior to 1882, 


Scarceless less noticeable than the 


volume of bituminous business Is the 
concentration of control so that now 
a score or more companies control a 
tonnage equal to fully one third of all 
the soft coal used In the United States, 
and as to the utilization of bituminous 
coal, there appears no reason despite

!a used for housing the power plant 
The dam is of le enforced concrete 
the shell being 18 inches thick at the 
bottom and tapering to ten inches at 
the top 
, The apron extends only half way 
down from the ciown the remaining 
jdown stream poition being enthely 
iopen and provided with windows by 
.means of which the interioi is light 
'ed 
The shape ot the apion is such 


that the water Is thrown some little 
distance away from the windows 


The part used by the power house 


Is fitted with a false celling hung five 
feet from the inside of the dam so as 
to protect the apparatus from any 
.water that might seep through the 
outer shell of the dam 
The dam is 


built ot a fine and rich mixture, which 
was laid ve-y wet 
Aside from tnis 


no precautions were taken to elimi 
nate water 


The water is fed to the 
turbines 


through steel pipes passing through 
the upstream spillway shell, and dis 
charged by draft tubes Into the base 
of the dam, dropping into a well sunk 
some three feet below the river bed 
The water passes thence by way of a 
channel constructed in the river bed 
out of the dam The intake is five and 
one-half feet below the crest of the

THAN OF ANTHRACITE 


Business In Soft Coal Has Quintupled 


Since Year 1835 and Has Grown 


80,000,000 Tons Since 


1903 


Baltimore, Md —In a recent issue of 


the Manufacturers Record, Mr Fred 
erick E Saward the New York au 
thority on coal Industry noting that 
the United States is now mining more 
than 1,000,000 tons of coal a day, 
writes 


The year of 1907 was a record one 


9Sr coal production of all kinds, and 
particularly is this shown in the out 
put of bituminous coal, which aggre 
gated & volume that would have been 
unthought of, say, even flve years ago 
Here we are with over 1 000 000 tons 
a day put out of the mines, and until 
a few weeks ago 
there 
was 
not 


enough to go around " A few facts 
in regard to the growth of the soft 
coal trade of this country are of more 
than passing interest at this time 


Only thirty odd years ago Illinois 


and Pennsylvania took a year to pro 
duce a tonnage that now could 
be 


(and is) turned out in one month 
while West Virginia in 1907 produced 
in less than a week as much coal as 
was produced in that state in the year 
1869 


Particularly 
noticeable 
is 
the 


growth of the soft coal tonnage in the 
last half dozen years 
It might rea 


sonably be supposed that with output 
on such a large scale the rate of in 
crease would become smaller but it 
goes forward 
with mighty 
strides, 


and a prolongation of the line of out 
put indicates a tonnage of 500 000 000 
toils, 1,600,000 tons a day for every 


day in the year, practically, at a time 
no further distant than 1912 At pres 
ent the bituminous tonnage Is more 
than flve times as great as the anthra 
cite output 
Pennsylvania continues 


to supply its full proportion of the en- 
tire output and {Including anthracite 
output) turns out nearly as much coal 
than 1894 and five times as great as in 
1885 


The bituminous coal trade has quin- 


tupled since 1886 The Increase alone 
of the 
> ear 1903, as compared with 


1900 
is as much as the whole aggre- 


gate output of the United States in all 
years prior to 1857, and since 1903 the 
tonnage has grown 80000000 tons 


Since 1896 the increase in tonnage 


has been constant (save foi a stand 
still in 1904) and has amounted In 
all to 230 000 000 tons, and has nearly 
trebled the tonnage in ten years 
The 


bituminous trade may now be said to 
be six times as large in volume as the 
anthracite business It is three times 
as great now as it was no further back 
than 1885 


The output last year was as great 


as the total production for all years, 
pi lor to 187 4 and adding the output 
of 1906 and 1907 we have a tonnage, 
equal to all the business prior to 1882., 


Scarceless less noticeable than the 


volume of bituminous business Is the 
concentration of control so that now 
a score or more companies control a 
tonnage equal to fully one third of all 
the soft coal used In the United States, 
and as to the utilization of bituminous 
coal, there appears no reason despite 
the large increase 
In tonnage, to 


change the assertion of a few years 
back that neaily one half of the whole 
output aside from that exported or 
used for coke making Is used by the 
railway and steam navigation com 
panies of the United States and Can 
ada
